Their infiltration of 
enemy-occupied territo¬ 
ry by submarine to 
organize and direct 
Philippine Army gueril¬ 
la units contributed to 
the defeat of the enemy 
and saved the lives of 
untold thousands of 
American combat troops 
when U.S. forces re¬ 
turned to the Philip¬ 
pines.

The Church of the Creator, an 
Identity church based in Otto. N.C., and 
led by Ben Klassen, has started a satellite 
church in Burnsville, N.C., which is led by 
former National Socialist Party of Amer¬ 
ica member Patsy Braswell, ex-wife of 
Frank Braswell. (The Braswells were 
convicted in 1983 of conspiring to bomb 
parts of Greensboro.) 

Louis Beam, the Aryan Nations 
ambassador-ai- large who was a fugitive in 
Mexico before his trial and acquittal on 
sedition charges, said he plans to relocate 
to Fast Texas where he “will be raising 
black-eyed peas and blond headed chil¬ 
dren." Beam, 41, said he plans to finish a 
book. 

The National Alliance lost its battle 
to end AT&T’s affirmative acdon program 
through a stockholder's proposal The 
proposal won 8.6 percent of the vote, the 
company announced at an April 20 stock¬ 
holders’ meeting. A proposal to increase 
the company’s level of affirmative action 
hiring won only 6 percent of the vote. 
Because both proposals received more than 
3 percent support, their sponsors may re¬ 
submit the items next year, Herbert Foin- 
seu of Norcross, Ga., argued on behalf of 
the National Alliance proposal at the 
Denver meeting. Poinseu hosts a “Race 
and Reason" Broadcast on an Atlanta public 
access channel. AT&T is the most widely 
held stock in the US with 2.7 million share¬ 
holders. 

The League of Pace Amendment 
Advocates and Robert Brock of the blxk 
nationalist Self-Determination Committee 
held a second monthly meeting in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., March 19, with other nation¬ 


alists including Robert Hoy of the David 
Duke campaign, Matt Malone of the Na¬ 
tional Front and Hans Schmidt of the Ger- 
man-American Political Action Commit¬ 
tee.

suring—with the aid of General Marshall—delivery

frost-bite while fighting in sub-zero weather in 
summer garb—by withholding a special appropria¬ 
tion of ten million dollars designated for their re¬ 
lief. 

It loaded the Atomic Energy Commission with 
David Lilienthal, Lewis L. Strauss and Robert J. 
Oppenheimer; and, in supplying Jewry's Elder 
Statesman Bernard Baruch for the post of United 
States representative on the United Nations Atomic 
Energy Commission, gained the spokesman and the 
rostrum for making the treasonable proposal to 
yield our nuclear secrets to an international au¬ 
thority. 

Task Force in the Senate 

Naturally, it has maintained a task foree in 




the Senate ready for any emergency: Fulbright, 
Flanders, Wiley, Humphrey, Symington, Clifford 
Case* When Secretary of the Army Robert Stevens, 
a member of the Business Advisory Council to the 
CFR, became the target in the Army-McCarthy 
hearings it was Senator Ralph Flanders who intro* 
duced the Senate resolution calling for the censure 
of Senator Joseph McCarthy, 

These evil events came to pass in the long 
shadow cast on the future by the First World War 
and the ensuing Peace Conference of 1919, when 
Col* Edward Mandel House and Bernard Baruch 
personally conducted President Wilson through the 
maze of European diplomacy in which the negotia¬ 
tions were staged, and young John Foster Dulles 
cultivated a promising penchant for international 
intrigue by association with Baruch, who took him 
in tow upon the departure of his uncle, Secretary 
of State Robert Lansing, Prompted by failure to 
involve the United States in the League of Na¬ 
tions, Col* House, who a decade earlier had dis¬ 
closed the blueprint for New Deal dictatorship in 
a socialistic novel, Philip Dru: Administrator f 
founded the Council on Foreign Relations in 1921* 

And internationalism's great personages found 
it the answer to their need. Among those answering 
its roll call over the years were Otto Kahn, World 
Federalist James D. Zellerbach, Robert Gordon 
Sproul, James B. Conant, Myron C* Taylor, Thomas 
Lament, Winthrop W* Aldrich, Herbert Lehman, Ed* 
ward Teller, Arthur M, Schlesinger Jr.; the War¬ 
burg lords of international banking — Paul, James, 
Frederick, Eric; the Rockefellers—Nelson, David and 
John D* 3rd; and Supreme Court Justices Frank¬ 
furter, Roberts, Brandeis and Douglas* And Harry 
Dexter White (Weiss). The story of the strange 
rise to power in the Treasury Department of this 
Red spy, the treacherous role be played in precipitat¬ 
ing the war with Japan via Pearl Harbor, in his 
efforts to commit this country to the brutal Morgen* 
thau Plan for post-war destruction and enslavement 
of Ibesteo Germany, and in facilitating a Soviet Taid 
on the U.S* Treasury is the subject for a book* An 
explosive item in the San Francisco Examiner of 
June 18, 1947, gives one of the highlights: AP dis¬ 
patch from Washington—“The United States Army 
went $250,000,000 into the hole redeeming German 
paper marks as the Russians busily turned them 
out on plates furnished by the United States, Howard 
C* Peterson, assistant secretary of war, informed 
Senators today*' 1 

Those of the CFR's members who staffed the State 
Department and other government agencies, whose 
names are now notorious and whose presence at any 
point of international intrigue was an omen of 
disaster, roamed the world on secret missions or sat 
in on summit conferences: Charles E* Bohlen, Alger 
Hiss, Philip Jessup, Owen Lattimore, John Carter 
Vincent, John Stewart Service, Lauchlin Currie, 
Sumner Welles, Harold Stassen — all straining 
toward the goal of complete destruction of our na¬ 
tional sovereignty Stassen, for whom Eisenhower 
later created the post of Special Assistant to the 


President for Disarmament, was quoted in an As¬ 
sociated Press dispatch of January 2, 1943, as sug¬ 
gesting the immediate formation of a United Na¬ 
tions, legion as a forerunner of the police force of 
the future, and a congressional or parliamentary 
body with citizens of the United Nations admitted 
to citizenship in the United Nations of the World* 

This canny recognition of events in the making, 
so typical of the global strategists, is a reminder that 
the term United Nations had been long in use when 
the UN Charter came into being. 

The Hand of Alger Hiss 

When the organizational conference was set up 
in 1945 for that very purpose approximately forty- 
five members of the Council on Foreign Relations 
turned up in the American delegation* As acting 
Secretary General of the Conference the traitor 
Alger Hiss, later convicted of perjury concerning 
his role in a Soviet spy ring, led the imposing dele- 
i gat ion. Jingling their golden CFR keys that by 
some mysterious alchemy became the keys to the 
city of San Francisco, they trooped in: Secretary 
of State Stettin jus, veteran world-planner Clark 
Eichelberger. Russian-born Leo Pasvolsky, Nelson 
Rockefeller, Adlai Stevenson, “Chip" BoMen, 
Philip ‘Jessup, Ralph Bunche, James T* Shotwell, 
John Foster Dulles (vital link between the plan¬ 
ners of world-state and world-church). Dr* Walter 
Van Kirk of the Federal Council of Churches and 
many more. 

In typical fashion these heralds of a brave new 
world brushed aside the Korean delegate, our good 
friend Syngman Rhee, with scant ceremony, 
lionized the barbarians of the Kremlin and set 
the course that within five years called our boys 
to fight one of the bloodiest wars in history, though 
belittled as a “United Nations police action;" a 
war that, on the testimony of five American gen¬ 
erals—MaeArthur, Wedemeyer, Van Fleet, Strate- 
meyer, and Mark Clark—we could have won but 
were compelled under UN orders to lose* The 
testimony of General Van Fleet in a hearing of 
the U,S* Senate subcommittee investigating inter¬ 
locking subversion in government departments adds 
a tragic footnote: 

Senator Jenner: “General, did you ever stop 
to wonder why the most powerful, the richest na¬ 
tion in the world, engaged in a war that we were 
supposed to win, would put a limitation ceiling 
upon the troops of a country that our boys were 
defending, fighting for?" Gen* Van Fleet: “It 
seemed absurd since a war that they were willing 
to fight—as a matter of fact, President Rhee, bless 
him, would often inspect with me new arrivals 
of American units, and with tears in his eyes would 
say, * General, I don't like to see your little Ameri¬ 
can boys come over here so far from home and 
fight in this country for us; we have lots of man¬ 
power; we will do the fighting. Just give us the 
weapons and the training, 1 Repeatedly he would 
ask me t to present that to my Government as a 
plea to them*" Senator Jenner: “And you did?" 
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Gen. Van Fleet: "I did.” Senator Jenner: “What 
was your answer; a limitation?” Gen. Van Fleet: 
"Always a limitation.” 

Alger Hiss and Leo Posvolsky — both dedicated 
agents of the Communist conspiracy and working 
in close communion with the Soviet Union's Foreign 
Commissar V. M. Molotov—are credited with being 
the chief architects of the United Nations Charter. 

Molotov 'Cocktails' 

All this took place to the tune, it is estimated, 
of $6,000 worth of food and liquor at the expense 
of the red-tape bound, point-restricted and rationed 
taxpayers, a lavish cocktail party being given for 
Molotov on the eve of his return to Moscow, at which 
the guest of honor was photographed in a jovial mood 
and drinking a toast with Harry Bridges, the 
West Coast’s top Communist agitator. 

From this promising beginning the practice of 
transacting UN diplomatic business in the atmos¬ 
phere of a drinking bout has grown to be common¬ 
place. A dispatch by E. F. Tompkins to the San 
Francisco Examiner revealed that: "UN BAR 
SERVES EVERY TASTE . . . Subject to no laws 
except its own, the UN has in its delegates' lounge 
a bar which has no license and need never close. 
Neither the United States Revenue Service nor 
the N.Y. State Liquor Authority has any jurisdic¬ 
tion there, and New York's alert police may not 
intrude ... On sale are 20 brands of high proof 
Scotch whisky and 20 brands of rye; gin for any 
concoctions; 18 imported brews of beer; and all 
orders of wine ..." Truly a drinker's paradise 
—this glassy tower built on Rockefeller ground, of¬ 
fering international gangsters a roosting place on 
an island of immunity to the laws of our land! 

Further testimony is contained in an article 
titled Clearinghouse for Diplomacy , in the MAy, 
1953, issue of the United Nations World, a magazine 
claiming to "reflect the hopes and aims of the 
United Nations," which reads in part: "It is some¬ 
times said that the United Nations is like an ice¬ 
berg—since only about one-seventh of what takes 
place is visible. Most of the international diplomacy 
which makes headlines, for example, is preceded 
by private negotiations behind the scenes in which 
the ratio of private talk to public action is at least 
seven to one . . . There is a great deal of what might 
be called diplomacy ex officio. It takes place in 
delegates’ lounges, at cocktail parties and recep¬ 
tions, around bars, und even over bridge and poker. 
This informal, private diplomacy is what makes 
the UN one of the world's major listening posts. 
At least once every month — during the dinner tra¬ 
ditionally given by the president of the Security 
Council—diplomats of Russia and the Western 
powers sit down together in informal surroundings 
over an ample assortment of drinks ..." 

The Eisenhower Era 

The keynote of this issue of United Nations World 
is the question carried on the cover, 1 ' Has the Eisen¬ 


hower Era Begun?" That is the title of the lead 
article, and scattered through the magazine are small 
photographs of Eisenhower in various poses—all of 
them accompanied by the same words. Like a broken 
phonograph record the magazine repeats itself on 
page after page: Has the Eisenhower Era Begun? 
—lias the Eisenhower Era Begun—Has the Eisen¬ 
hower Era Begun ? Evidently something very special 
is meant, and knowing that this member of the 
Council on Foreign Relations was urged by lead¬ 
ing Democrats to run for president on the Demo¬ 
cratic ticket in 1948 and made the grade as Republi¬ 
can standardbearer in 1952, we can appreciate the 
delicate significance of the question. 

Plainly the Eisenhower Era was a drunken era, 
but if his foreign policy staggered so crazily that 
no one could be sure from one week to the next 
just what it was we may be sure the masterminds 
behind the scenes had reasons for every twist and 
turn of it. An intriguing item in the news of June, 
1958, concerning Mamie Eisenhower's nephew 
» Michael Doud Gill, reflected the spirit of the times. 
Taking full advantage of the opportunities afforded 
by Uncle’s Era and exhibiting a talent that should 
qualify him for a UN diplomatic career, this bright 
young man was found by the news dispatch to be 
organizing a chain of exclusive private drinking 
dubs, known as the Gaslight Chain, two of which 
were already flourishing in Chicago and New York, 
with a third due to open in Washington, D.C., for 
the accommodation of out-of-town businessmen, lob¬ 
byists and politicians. Ordinary keys giving entry 
to the drinking spot would be peddled at $50 each, 
stockholders investing a minimum of $1000 in the 
venture being given gold keys adorned with the in¬ 
scription "VIP—Very Important Person." It would 
be interesting to know whether any of these golden 
baubles were appropriately added to key-rings car¬ 
rying the key to that plush and exclusiy^ club, 
the Council on Foreign Relations. ^ 

Just where the secret conclaves of the CFR Club, 
affecting the fate of millions, aTe held from time 
to time is a matter for speculation by outsiders. 
In one instance in May, 1960, the setting undoubtedly 
was Hot Springs, Virginia, to which Richard Nixon, 
himself an outsider to this fraternity of millionaires, 
was called for examination as to his fitness by the 
CFR yardstick for the Republican presidential nomi¬ 
nation. In late July of that year he was summoned 
for a midnight parley to which we are guided by 
the muffled sound of hammering on the Republican 
party platform behind the closed doors of Nelson 
Rockefeller's swank apartment on Manhattan's Fifth 
Avenue; from which Nixon emerged with the as¬ 
surance of receiving the nomination, only to lose 
the election, which he might have won had the 
CFR chosen to count the votes in his favor rather 
than that of CFR member Jack Kennedy, 

The Baruch Zone 

Frequently the scene shifts to the palatial New 
York home of Bernard Baruch, where in January, 
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1953, for example, President-Elect Eisenhower, in 
company with Britain's Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, was photographed fawning literally at 
the feet of this Solon of the Nuclear Age, the key¬ 
note of whose forty-odd years of counsel to the 
nation is stark regimentation of every sort. 

An article in the October, 1954 issue of Coronet 
titled "Baruch of the U.S.A," stated that Bernard 
Baruch "is the undisputed monarch of that shadowy 
realm of government which lies beyond politics/ 1 
It went on to say that the austerity of his political 
life, symbolized by the hard Park Bench, is balanced 
by the opulence of his private life: "There is noth¬ 
ing humble, for example, about Hobcaw Barony, his 
place in South Carolina—£3 thousand acres teem¬ 
ing with duck, quail, wild turkey and deer, not to 
mention a particularly delicious variety of small 
oyster which grows in the Hobcaw salt marshes. His 
New York town house is no less magnificent," Men¬ 
tion was made of the lushness of his private bar, 
and its bedazzling effect on thirsty recipients of his 
hospitality during the prohibition era. 

The delicate balance between Baruch's political 
austerity and his private opulence was slightly jarred 
when, in the midst of harsh wartime food-rationing 
enforced by Baruch pressure, the Elder Statesman 
was denounced by fiery Congressman Clare Hoff¬ 
man of Michigan as the host at "The Belshazzar- 
like $40-a-ptate dinner given to entertain the bride 
of Harry Hopkins, the irresponsible spender of 
the taxpayers 1 money . . * While our men are fight¬ 
ing and dying, the New Dealers dine, dance, drink 
wine and make merry." (Congressional Record, 
January 6, 1943). 

Even this may be viewed as a bit of revelry within 
the scope of Club activities, since Harry Hopkins, 
who had carried to Moscow the original offer of 
Lend-Lease, giving all and asking nothing in return, 
was a member of the Council on Foreign Relations. 

In the pre-Pearl Harbor days of Lend L°ase tte 
CFR was straining at the Neutrality leash, work¬ 
ing feverishly to stampede the nation to war. Alleged¬ 
ly, CFR members Julius Ochs Adler and Henry L. 
Stimson (later Secretary of "War, then attorney for 
Kuhn, Loeb and Co.} met with other attorneys at 
the Harvard Club in New York to organize a drive 
for a military draft ; one of the attorneys being 
Grenville Clark, who is said to have written the 
resulting Burke-Wads worth Bill that gave us our 
first peacetime conscription. Senator Rush Holt, 
speaking in August, 3940, exclaimed: "On the third 
day of June they met again. They met to raise 
money ... A quarter of a million dollars was 
raised at one time. Think of that—men raising a 
quarter of a million dollars to conscript boys in 
America!" 

Closed-Door Huddles 

These are the unpublicized, elosed-door buddies 
where urgent matters having to do with stealing a 
march on the public are settled. They are in sharp 


contrast to the numerous roundtable meetings and 
impressive dinner sessions that show up in the 
Council's annual report—dinners that feature an 
assortment of guest speakers testifying to the changed 
complexion of world affairs incident to the United 
Nations 1 war on colonialism: Kwame Nkrumah, 
Prime Minister of Ghana, widely believed to be a 
Communist; Fidel Castro, recipient of the Lenin 
Peace Prize; Anastas Mikoyan, First Deputy Premier 
of the Soviet Union; Oscar Lang, Vice President of 
the State Council of the Polish People's Republic; 
Tom Mboya, member of the Kenya Legislative Coun¬ 
cil and front man for the temporarily immobilized 
Mau Man leader Jomo Kenyatta; Abba Eban. Am¬ 
bassador of Israel to the United States, and the like. 

But as for the last-mentioned: the CFR (check 
the names!) has been notable from the beginning 
for its Jewish cast of countenance, emphasized by 
the devotion of the non-Jewish members to the cause 
of Judaism. Note this dispatch from Frankfurt, Ger¬ 
many, on February 19, 1949 carried in The Veterans 
Post, published in San Francisco: "Gen. Clay Hits 
Anti-Semitism . . . Gen. Lucius D, Clay in his first 
such sharp and definite statement tonight con¬ 
demned any anti-Semitism under United States oc¬ 
cupational personnel Asked at a news conference 
if he had knowledge of several reported eases where 
high-ranking Americans voiced views considered an¬ 
ti-Semitic, the United States military governor said; 
l That is the one thing America and the military gov¬ 
ernment will not stand for; anyone making such 
remarks does not qualify for fftc purpose of thd 
occupation and cannot remain a part of it. 1 Clay 
promised prompt action if he discovers any indica¬ 
tion of intolerance." (Emphasis added.) 

The November 27, 1942 issue of World-Over, a 
magazine for Jewish boys and girls, assured the 
kiddies in a photograph caption that "General 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, commanding general of the 
American forces in Europe, recently promised Jewish 
leaders in North Africa that all Vichy anti-Jewish 
laws would be wiped out." 

And, fitting neatly into the pattern like a piece 
of a jigsaw puzzle is an article in The California 
Jewish Voice of August 31, 1956: "THE SYNAGO¬ 
GUE IN THE PENTAGON. No Rosh Hashanah or 
Yom Kipper services will be held this year by the 
most unusual congregation in the country. Projec¬ 
tion room 3 on the fifth floor of the Defense De¬ 
partment's massive Pentagon shall remain just that 
on the Jewish high holidays. On every other week 
day of the year, however, at 5 minutes of noon to 
12:30 the tiny projection room becomes the Pen¬ 
tagon synagogue ... A hard core of 10 individuals 
regularly attend services. Most of the congregants 
are civilian professionals working in mathematics, 
statistics, or science ..." 


An Ultimatum 

Lest there be any doubt as to the goal to which 
all activity of the Council on Foreign Relations is 
doggedly driving let its leading lights speak: 
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"You will have World Government whether or 
not you like it. The only question is whether you 
will get it by conquest or consent/' said James P* 
Warburg to the US. Senate in February, 1950. 

Bernard Baruch as quoted on September 25, 1935 
by the Chicago Tribune: "I believe national pride 
is a lot of nonsense/' 

The San Francisco Chronicle, December 29, 1942: 
"REVOLUTIONS SURE, WALLACE SAYS — 
Only question if it will be bloody,” and & petition 
was promptly circulated in Olympia, Washington 
urging impeachment of Vice President Henry A. 
Wallace, then on a West Coast tour. 

Justice William 0, Douglas: "World law requires 
a full-fledged superstate in which all nations are 
merged—a supranational organization that has poli¬ 
tical and military control over all of its units/' 

Justice Owen Roberts: ”1 think that national 
sovereignty is entirely a thing of the past/' In Jan¬ 
uary, 1942, Justice Roberts signed a petition asking 
Congress, as a birthday gift to the President, to pro- r 
mote world-union and to appropriate a hundred mil¬ 
lion dollars for Roosevelt to use to finance the tak¬ 
ing of the United States into the world state. Con¬ 
gressman Clare Hoffman promptly exploded: "Why 
should Congress grant to the President of the United 
States power to create a world government, United 
Nations of the World of which we would be a parti 
If the President of the United States is not satisfied 
with the office which he holds, if he and his ad¬ 
visors and supporters are not content to live under 
the Constitution which we have sworn to maintain 
and uphold, then why does not he, his wife Eleanor, 
Ickes, Perkins and the horde of Reds which sur¬ 
round him, emigrate to Russia?” 

The Dulles Paradox 

In 1942 John Foster Dulles, as chairman of the 
Federal Council of Churches* Commission on a Just 
and Durable Peace, set forth the "Six Pillars of 
Peace”: Ultimately a world government of dele¬ 
gated powers strong uind immediate limitations on 
national sovereignty, international control of all 
armies and navies, a universal system of money, 
worldwide freedom of immigration and progressive 
elimination of all tariff and quota restrictions on 
world trade. A foretaste of the religious fare offered 
by the new world order was given in the "Festival 
of Faith” spectacularly staged and televised at the 
San Francisco Cow Palace in 1955 to commemorate 
the tenth birthday of the United Nations Charter, 
at which Dulles was the principal speaker, Jewish 
rabbis, Baha'i leaders and Hindu swamis clasped 
hands with Protestant clergymen. East met West in 
a jumble of liturgies peculiar to the various re¬ 
ligions and cults involved and Christ was brought 
down to the level of oriental pagan gods. 

"THE NEW CABINET: BRAINS WITH A 
HARVARD ACCENT ** headlined a feature article 
in the Oakland, California, Tribune of January 22, 
1961, accompanied by a page wide spread of por¬ 
traits of New Frontiersmen that were described as 
a brainy cabinet promising such verve in their task 
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as had not been known "since Franklin D. Roose¬ 
velt’s eager beavers took charge in 1933 with visions 
of remodeling the American way of life”: a cabinet 
boasting three Phi Beta Kappa key-holders in the 
persons of Dean Rusk, Robert McNamara and Or¬ 
ville Freeman; with—in addition to the new Presi¬ 
dent himself — Secretary of the Treasury Dillon, 
Postmaster General Day and Attorney General 
Robert Kennedy having studied at Harvard either 
as undergraduates or in the graduate school. 

An editorial in the Charleston, South Carolina 
News and Courier of April 27th last raises the alarm: 
"The New Frontiersmen are smart. They are 
literate and articulate. Some of them virtually jingle 
their Phi Beta Kappa keys in your face. Even if 
they didn’t go to Harvard—and apparently most 
of them did—they represent the flower of Ameri¬ 
can colleges and universities . ♦ . They not only 
want to revolutionize the United States, but other 
parts of the world. They are deliberately exporting 
revolution ... As an example of their revolutionary 
attitude, the Frontiersmen still do not regret that 
the United States backed Fidel Castro's rise to 
power . , , Time is running out, and risks are mount¬ 
ing.” 

The closing words ring with the echo of a like 
editorial of a quarter-century ago. The San Francisco 
Examiner of November 24, 1935: "AWAKE, 

AMERICAN PATRIOTS! The inflammatory and 
seditious speech of Rexford Tugwell, Undersecretary 
of Agriculture, at Los Angeles on October 28th Is 
by far the most extraordinary and important pro¬ 
nouncement which has been made in this nation 
since the Civil War threatened to destroy the Un¬ 
ion. I do not know what catastrophe will be required 
to shock this nation into a realization of the enormous 
consequences which arc planned and are being ex¬ 
ecuted by the Federal Administration and its little 
band of fanatic adventurers. The fact that Tug- 
well's amazing statements were not blazoned in black 
headlines In every newspaper in the country is dif¬ 
ficult to understand. 

Intellectual Saboteur* 

"This band of revolutionary radicals proposes to 
overthrow this government. And they are doing it 
By whatever misleading term they camouflage their 
program which Tugwell frankly outlines, they con¬ 
template as complete a revolution as that of Rus¬ 
sia, Germany or Italy . . , The equivalent of this 
promise can be heard at any Communistic gather¬ 
ing addressed by clever speakers, but the important 
thing to remember is that Tugwell is perhaps the 
most completely qualified spokesman of a revolu¬ 
tionary political group already entrenched in poli¬ 
tical power , , . This is no longer a matter of 
politics — of campaigns and elections. A group 
of revolutionists has, by almost incredible cunning, 
come into possession of our Government and proposes 
to subjugate the American people and destroy our 
deep-rooted American institutions and to forcibly 
institute another sort of society. The time for or¬ 
ganized lawful action to eliminate this menace has 
arrived.” 


Boasting a quarter-eentur}^?^ progress via com¬ 
pliant Senatorial confirmation, fortified by the 
mighty financial power of the Federal Reserve Board, 
with their revolutions exploding cm schedule in chain 
reaction around the globe, and with a Soviet satellite 
in process of setting up in our Cuban backyard missile 
bases equipped to trigger attacks on American cities— 
well may these Presidential appointees insultingly 
jingle their Phi Beta Kappa and their CFR keys at us 
and snap their fingers in our faces. Or so they 
think. 

Terrific reaction is setting in T Dedicated patriots 
have cooperated in a drive to awaken the consciences 
of our elected representatives and to revive the spirit 


of Senatorial resC^7s ability ne*ees£ary to screen the 
personnel of appointive government offices. They 
have produced a series of letters titled An Open 
Letter to a United States Senator which presents 
and documents the deadly facts and if widely read 
could arouse a nationwide clamor for remedial legisla- 
lative action that Congress could not withstand. 

The admonition of that explosive Examiner edi¬ 
torial rings down the years to warn ns that “The 
time for organized lawful action to eliminate this 
menace has arrived!” 

Time was running out in the year 1935. It has 
run out in 19611

In 1947 more than 90 percent of our 
uranium was bought from the Belgian Con¬ 
go. However—and this Is not too widely 
realized by the public—this Is no longer 
true. In 1959 proven ore reserves in the 
United States are estimated to be in excess 
of 70 million tons, averaging about 5 lbs. 
of uranium oxJde per ton.(G) In 1953 
there were only 5 million tons reserve 
known. Domestic production is now more 
than 15.000 tons a year (G). South Africa 
uranium deposits from gold tailings only 
overage about Hi a pound of U-308 per ton. 
Canada’s production is about 15,000 a year, 
but at only 2 pounds per Ion. Portugal's 
supply and average Is quite low also. Aus¬ 
tralia, France, and Russia keep their own 
supplies. (G) From these figures It is obv¬ 
ious that the richest supply, and the best 
in terms of availability and reserve ptsentlal, 
Is that which is right here in our own 
country. 

So what happened under Lewis Strauss 
as Chairman of the AEC when It became 
evident that the United States had reached 
a position where it had no need to depend 
on foreign sources any longer? His firm’s 
international Jewish connections took pre¬ 
cedence over any mere question of patriot¬ 
ism, duty, legality, or national security. 
Even though we now lead the world in 
uranium production (G), the free world 
ore reserves of 1 million tons of U-308 are 
evidently scheduled by their Jewish owners 
for sale to the American government, which 
means its citizens. In 1959 $450,000,000 was 
spent by us on foreign uranium and $280, 
000,000 for domestic uranium (oxide). These 
foreign contracts run until 1962 and options 
will run them on to 1966 or even later, 
while In the UnltedStates only the top six 
or seven millers have favored contracts 
from AEC. 

On October 28, 1957, a spokesman for 
Strauss delivered a message to the uranium 
producers of America which constituted an 
act bordering on treason on the part of 
Strauss and his Kuhn. Loeb mentors with 
consequences be-ond belief f^r the United 
States an*? -!! Christians and free peoples 
of the world. On that date the small oper¬ 
ators were notified that the AEC would 
authorize ro more mills to be built nor 
additional caoaclty allowed for the mills 
already In operation. This “was a serious 
shock to the uranium Industry which, until 
then, had been expanding at a tremendous 
rate." (See G for all Quotations to follow'.) 
“There was a devastating effect [of this 
announcement] on the already precarious 
values of uranium securities ... In the 
money markets of New York, Chicago and 
San Francisco ... as well as Denver and 
Salt Lake City, Almost overnight ‘uranium’ 
became a dirty word .. . the stocks de¬ 
creased two-thirds [In 4 months] .. . no 


banker . « * will loan a nickel on proven 
uranium resources [February 1958]." The 
AEC (Strauss) gave as a reason for the 
curtailment of domestic milling that there 
was too much uranium. "It Is felt . . . that 
the AEC has grossly overestimated known 
ore resources." 

Since the AEC’s sudden policy switch 
called for only enough ore production to 
last 10 years "this would be actually a 
Government granted monopoly to the com¬ 
panies [with] permits, since they would be 
the only ones through market control, who 
could afford to extend reserves for their 
own mills." The February 1958 Issue of 
Uranium had this editorial comment on 
the AEC policy switch: “Some uranium 
producers have it good. They have contracts 
, . , they couldn’t be happier. Then there 
are large numbers of producers , . . who 
are bitterely unhappy . . . They complain 
that the market for their ore suddenly has 
disappeared.'* i 

Also it must be noted that the AEC dis¬ 
criminated against small domestic producers 
of uranium. It in another way “made con- 
tracts for Canadian concentrates In 1955 
representing approximately 43,000 tons of 
mine ore per day at a price ranging from 
$1.50 to $3.50 more per pound than Is being 
paid for domestic concentrates." What was 
the result of all these pressures? One of the 
smaller mine owners summed it up thusly: 
“We were forced from lack of financing to 
quitclaim or farm out to large, well- 
financed companies practically all of ou» 
original discoveries." 

It should be dear from the foregoing 
quotations what Lewis Strauss meant to do 
and almost accomplished. By stopping fur¬ 
ther uranium exploration and production, 
he threw millions of dollars of uranium 
property at bargain prices into the hands 
and control of the “giant" millers, who In 
turn are all controlled by Kuhn Loeb-Leh- 
man Brothers (operating through its Corp¬ 
oration) complex. This centralized control 
of uranium which means atomic energy, 
which means war power, which means world 
control in the hands of a small group of 
International Jew's was accomplished by one 
of their own men, Lewis Strauss.
